The Spirit of the Age 

Many pastors and ministers often 
say of the lukewarmness of the church 
and many other happenings, that “it 
is the spirit of the age.” Such may be 
true, but Christ “gave himself for our 
sins, that He might deliver us from 
this present evil world, or age” (Gal. 
1:4). The whole world lieth in wicked- 
ness according to 1 John 5:19: literal- 
ly, in the lap of the wicked one. But 
God endowed and filled His ministers 
with the Holy Ghost for the purpose 
of changing the spirit of the age. That 
is exactly what happened at Pente- 
cost, and continued so long as the 
church was energized by the Holy 
Ghost, and so thorough was the trans- 
formation and power of the church 
that at Thessalonica it was said of 
them, “These that have turned the 
world upside down are come hither 
also,” Acts 17:6. The trouble today is 
that many ministers have cooled off 
and are dominated by the spirit of the 
age also. But God meant for His min- 
isters as a flame of fire to set up a 
new spiritual order called the church, 
for “greater is he that is within you 
than he that is in the world.” 

The Potter 

What God purposed to do with Is- 
rael as a disobedient nation, was 
graphically shown in the “marring” 
and remaking of the vessel by the pot- 
ter (Jer. 18:4). God purposed to work 
all things after the counsel of His own 
(Eph. 1:11). “O house of Israel, can- 
not I do with you as this potter? saith 
the Lord. Behold; -as the clay is in the 
potter’s hand, so are ye in mine hand, 
O house of Israel. At what instant I 
shall speak concerning a nation, and 
concerning a kingdom, to pluck up, 
and to pull down, and to destroy it,” 
Jer. 18:4-7. God destroyed the right 
of reign of Israel because of her in- 
iquity. Nevertheless, He has-also de- 
creed the destruction of those nations 
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which have held Israel captive in the 
destruction of the Gentile nations, by 
the smiting stone of Dan. 2:45. The 
process is the same; both, as apostates, 
are to be destroyed at the hand of God 
as a special judgment. The Gentiles’ 
doom cannot now long linger. 


Germany and the Bible 

The American Bible Society has al- 
ready shipped 48,000 Bibles, 923,000 
Testaments, and 1,741,000 Gospels; has 
on the press, or scheduled for immedi- 
ate printing, an additional 390,000 Bi- 
bles, 600,000 Testaments, and 500,000 
Gospels, and estimates the need of 
supplying an additional 450,000 Bibles, 
1,250,000 Testaments, and 500,000 Gos- 
pels to Germans. 

Alcohol 

Mrs. W. B. Ramsay, writing in Chris- 
tian Observer, says of alcohol that, 
“Alcohol is a habit-forming drug, and 
the confirmed addict is diseased and 
needs treatment. The Yale research 
studies show the country has 2,400,000 
inebriates and 600,000 chronic alcohol- 
ics. Then, alcohol is a direct cause of 
various acute and chronic diseases. 
The records of the state hospitals for 
mental diseases in the United States 
show that more than ten per cent of 
admissions are for alcoholic psychosis. 
Dr. Milton Roseman, professor of pre- 
ventive medicine in Harvard Univer- 
sity, says, “Alcohol is the bedfellow of 
syphilis and gonorrhea.”

freshing water into their boat! A con- 
scientious objector asked for the most 
dangerous assignments in non-com- 
batant service. He was put in the 
front line in the medical department. 
For heroism of rescuing pals amidst 
flying bullets, hour after hour, he re- 
ceived the Congressional Medal of 
Honor, the only conscientious objec- 
tor to ever receive the _ honor. 
He said that he KNEW (positive faith 
without doubts) that if he did not 
take the sword, he would not die by 
the sword. Jesus confirmed his faith 
in the face of danger and preserved 
him. 

It costs something to believe God, 
but it costs more not to believe. Trust 
in God. Remember, you will not suffer 
as much overcoming as you will in 
not overcoming. To overcome means 
to die here. It is definitely contrary to 
our nature to want to die. But God 
specializes in changing natures. That’s 
all God requires of us—to die. To over- 
come is to die. Paul said, “I die daily.” 
Few doubts plagued Paul’s life. He was 
dead to doubts and fears. His vision 
was fixed on Jesus. He said, “If I suf- 

er with him, I will also reign with 
@:." Better to suffer in joy and reign 

with Christ, than to suffer in doubts 
and fears and in the end lose our re- 
ward. 










¢ It was a black night. Howling winds 


drove rain into Peter’s face and 
drenched him to the skin.

moment of joyous confidence, he for- 
got Him who is the author of all faith. 
He took his eyes off of Jesus and 
looked at the waves and winds. it was 
boisterous, and he was afraid and be- 
gan to sink. He did not just plump 
into the water like a rock, but, like a 
deflated ballon, he began to sink. 
Circumstances, contrary evidences, 
surroundings unfavorable to faith, rose 
up and punctured his balloon of faith, 
and he began to sink. 

It is not a stretch of the imagination 
to state that these rough waves repre- 
sent our trials of faith, for Rev. 17:15 
tells us, “The waters which thou saw- 
est ... are peoples, and multitudes, 
and nations, and tongues.” If then, 
waters represent peoples, and multi- 
tudes, and nations, and tongues,” they 
represent our trials, or even though 
it is Satan who is persecuting us, it is 
usually some human instrumentality 
which is used, and especially their 
tongues. Some of these waves that 
bring doubts are: 

1. PEOPLE. We begin our Chris- 
tian experience believing that all 
Christians are holy angels. We fix our 
eyes upon some of these as our models. 
But they fail! What an awful shock 
to awaken to the fact that Sister Jane 
Doe talks about other people in a de- 
structive way. Brother John Doe op- 
posed the last preacher until he had 
to leave, and “I loved that preacher 
so! But our new preacher is a grand 
man, too. How he can preach! How he 
shouts and prays! But the pianist fell 
in love with him, or thought she did, 
and they fell in sin. If this is Chris- 
tianity, I am done!” You got saved 
when you saw Jesus for the first time 
in all of His glory. So long as you kept 
your eyes on Him and His holiness, 
your faith carried you over every wave 
of trouble. You were literally walking 
in the air. But then you took your eyes 
off of Jesus, and began to judge Him 
by His followers, and at once your 
faith began to trickle away and you 
began to sink. Doubts have destroyed 
your faith! 

2. TONGUES. The devil uses the 
human tongue, above all other instru-

ments, to puncture our faith. Just so 
sure as you trust the Lord completely 
in a test of sickness (especially for one 
of your children), tongues will begin 
to wag. “It’s all right to trust the Lord 
for herself, if she is determined to, 
but it’s criminal to let that child lie 
there in that fever and die!” The best 
Christian comes to you kindly and 
Says, “Dearie, you know I used to be 
fanatical about it, too. I just wouldn’t 
take medicine for anything. But you 
know, after all, darling, we have ad- 
vanced so marvelously now in science. 
And, after all, the Lord expects us to 
do all we can to help ourselves.” They 
forget that, with all of our great im- 
provements in medical science, incur- 
able diseases are taking many times 
more lives in the same period of time 
than our war took. And they forget 
that science admits that most cure 
drugs bring about other complications 
later in life, often worse than the sick- 
ness that was cured. And if you stand 
steadfast in your faith, though they 
criticize, they secretly admire you, and 
envy you for your faith. You get so 
used to the best people in the church 
criticizing one another, and _ the 
preacher, that pretty soon you are do- 
ing it, too. And your faith seeps out 
through your tongue, for you can’t 
gossip and criticize, and keep faith. 
Your eyes are on people instead of 
Jesus. Then you wonder why your 
mind is now so filled with doubts! 


3. NATIONS. You might ask, 
“What have nations to do with my 
faith life?” Plenty! What effect have 
the German and Japanese nations 
had on your faith in the past four 
years? The awful atrocities, your boy 
taken away from you, the effect of 
new prosperity on your Christian faith, 
all of these things have either made 
you a better man or woman of faith, 
because trials have brought you clos- 
er to Him, and fulfilling prophecy has 
increased your faith, or they have 
worked the opposite result, and weak- 
ened your faith, bringing new doubts 
into your life. If the latter, then you 
will find that you have been sinking

Lesson: 1 Thess. 5:1-9. 

Text: 1 Thess. 5:9, “For God hath 
not appointed us to wrath, but to ob- 
tain salvation by our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 

We find in the world today a body 
of people who are sinners. All sinners 
are more or less in a blinded condi- 
tion, as to just where they stand with 
God. The devil has them so wrapped 
up in the things of this world that 
they fail to think of their sinful ways 
and where their ways are taking them. 
War all over the world has caused the 
minds of many people to turn to God, 
while others are thinking only of 
peace. “Peace,” they cry out from 
their hearts. “We want peace.” 

In our lesson here we have found, 
“For when they shall say peace and 
safety, then sudden destruction com- 
eth upon them.” They fail to seek 
for that heartfelt, much-needed peace 


that God has to offer them. They are 
neglecting to let God warn them of 
the soon coming wrath that is to be 
poured out on the children of dis- 
obedience. We find nowhere to flee ex- 
cept under the blood of Jesus.

"Gy end, it is a record of 
man’s failure to keep the 
laws of God. Thus it is that man 
ruins everything. Place him in 
the position of honor and he will 
bring shame and discredit upon him- 
self. Endow him with the most ample 
gifts and he will prove ungrateful, un- 
thankful, and highminded. When all 
the wealth of the world was thrown 
at his feet and he enjoyed the bless- 
ings of the Lord, in time he gave his 
heart to the uncircumcised stranger. 
(1 Kings 11:4-8.) Hardly had the com- 
mandments of Jehovah been given 
concerning the true worship when the 
elements of spurious fidelity was in- 
troduced. The thing that brought the 
judgment of God upon the offending 
priests was that they offered strange 
fire before the Lord and it was the one 
thing which the Lord commanded 
them not to do. (Lev. 10:1, 2.) Not long 
after the gospel had been promulgated 
throughout the land, it became expedi- 
ent for the Holy Ghost to give warn- 
ing concerning “false teachers” and 
of the awful apostasy of the last days. 


There are two classes of people who 
need to come into contact with the 
Word of God. The first are those who 
have joined a church and profess to 
know God, but who, if I may be al- 
lowed to use the expression, have nev- 
er “slid forward.” The other class are 
those souls who have forgotten the 
old paths of righteousness and have 
turned their faces back to their for- 
mer sins. To the first class God says, 
“Behold, ye trust in lying words, that 
cannot profit,” Jer. 7:8. Salvation does 
not mean joining a church, signing 
pledges, and buying a pew for an al- 
lotted time; nor does it mean that 
salvation is something for which to 
work. It is a free gift and God pur- 
chased that precious gift through the 
life of His Son Jesus Christ. (John 
3:16.) Hear Him, my friend, as He de- 
clares again, “For God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in him 
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should not perish, but have everlast- 
ing life. 

Do not be deceived about the eternal 
state of YOUR soul for you can KNOW 
whether you are born again or lost 
and undone and without God. Do you 
believe for one moment that a man 
can commit all kinds of evil day in 
and day out for months and even 
years and then in the day of death, 
when he breathes his last, that his 
soul will find peace? I tell you, Nay, 
but you have been deceived, and to 
your hurt, too. God says, “Will ye steal, 
murder, commit adultery, swear false- 
ly, and burn incense unto Baal (other 
gods than the one true God) whom ye 
know not, and come and stand before 
me in this house (church) which is 
called by my name, and say, We are 
delivered to do all these abomina- 
tions?” In other words, You may try 
to say, “I cannot help but sin a little 
once in a while,” but remember this, 
that God once winked at ignorance 
but NOW commandeth all men every- 
where to REPENT. Try as you will but 
any excuse you may hope to offer is 
in vain, for the Word of the Lord de- 
clares, “Let no man say when he is 
tempted, I am tempted of God: for, 
God cannot be tempted with evil, nei- 
ther tempteth he any man; but every 
man is tempted, when he is drawn 
away of his own lust, and enticed. 
Then when lust hath conceived, it 
bringeth forth sin; and sin, when it 
is finished, bringeth forth death,” 
(James 1:12, 14). 

The scripture declares that in Is- 
rael’s day, certain prophets and priests 
had dealt falsely with the people, say- 
ing, “They have healed also the hurt 
of the daughter of my people, saying, 
Peace, peace; when there is no peace. 
Were they ashamed when they had 
committed abomination? nay, they 
were not at all ashamed, neither could 
they blush: therefore they shall fall 
among them that fall: at the time 
that I visit them they shall be cast 
down, saith the Lord.” Unless your 
heart is made clean by the blood of 
the Son of God, you are lost and this 
verse of scripture, from Eccl. 8:8, 
should behoove you to make amends

for your ways: “There is no man that 
hath power over the spirit to retain 
the spirit: Neither hath he power in 
the day of death: and there is no dis- 
charge in that war: Neither shall 
wickedness deliver those that are given 
to it.” 

O sinner, do not be further deceived 
for God loves you, though He hates 
your SIN. If I could make men believe 
this great truth, then half of the bat- 
tle would be won. God is LOVE and 
wants to take you unto Himself and 
be a Father to you so that you might 
be an heir with the saints of the Most 
High. If one of my boys were to bring 
shame down on my head, would I love 
him less? Of course I would not, I 
would love him regardless of his sin, 
and no earthly man has ever loved 
his child the way the eternal God 
loves you right now. 

From the earliest of time, man has 
attempted to run away from God’s 
Word. There is a condition to be met 
and man has always been reluctant to 
meet the requirement that brings sal- 
vation to his soul. That requirement is 
and always has been, “Acknowledge 
thine iniquity, that thou hast trans- 
gressed against the Lord thy God, and 
hast scattered thy ways to the strang- 
ers under every green tree, and ye 
have not obeyed my voice,” saith the 
Lord. When the armies in Europe were 
given a command to advance into en- 
emy territory, it was backed up by a 
direct order from supreme headquar- 
ters and no one ever thought of dis- 
regarding it without penalty. Why is i 
so hard to believe God with simpl 
faith when He says, “Return ye to me, 
... and I will turn unto you...” Zech. 
1:3? The Bible is the law and WORD 
of God. In it thousands and thousands 
have found a source of comfort and 
help to them when all the world 
rocked in crazy chaos such as we have 
experienced only recently. Yet never in 
the world of science and culture which 
men call civilized, has the name of 
God and His Son Jesus Christ been 
so grossly insulted as it is today.

The next kind of a backslider is the 
man or woman who, having once tast- 
ed the good things of the world to 
come and who claimed the Son of God 
as his Lord and Master, who knew the 
value of the shed blood but has done 
deliberate despite to the Spirit of 
grace, such an one has fallen from 
grace and is in danger of judgment 
and fiery indignation. That is the 
state of a backslider. What we want 
to do is to get the backslider in con- 
tact with God’s Word, that he may 
hear and amend his ways. God LOVES 
this kind of a backslider, too, and 
would just as quickly receive him if he 
truly repented as He is ready to hear 
the cries of the righteous. First, back- 
slider, let me ask you a question. What 
has God done to you that you have 
treated him so shamefully? God has 
not changed but it is you who has 
changed. You have charged Him with 
neglect to you, you have declared that 
others have been favored by Him 
while you had been left to shift for 
yourself, and many other erroneous 
statements, all of which will have to 
be accounted for at the day of judg- 
ment. Let’s hear what the Word of the 


ave your fathers found in me, that 
they are gone far from me and have 
walked after vanity, and are become 
vain?” This is a “Thus saith the Lord” 
and, my friend, these words will burn 
in your conscience like fire when you 
cast yourself at His feet imploring 
mercy, only to learn that you spurned 
His offers and stepped over the line 
of salvation. How can you forget the 
mercies of God when He heard you 
in the day of your distress and deliv- 
ered you out of all your troubles? “Can 
a maid forget her ornaments, or a 
bride her attire? yet my people have 
forgotten me days without number.” 


@::: says in Jer. 2:5, “What iniquity 
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That is the accusation, MY PEOPLE 
HAVE FORGOTTEN ME DAYS WITH- 
OUT NUMBER. 

I have observed that when a man or 
woman turns back into sin and to the 
wickedness of their former days, they 
go far deeper into sin and are usually 
more brazen than in their past sins. 
The reason I believe is this: No one 
can, without thinking, go back on God 
in a light-hearted manner, for once 
the fear of God has lodged in the 
breast of a man he does not turn aside 
without wondering what the conse- 
quence will be. So to still the voice of 
warning, and in an unguarded mo- 
ment, he lets the enemy of his soul 
entice him into believing that there is 
no real danger of pending judgment. 
This is just what Satan wants you to 
believe for then he has you in his pow- 
er and the burning zeal you once pos- 
sessed for the work of the Lord begins 
to die down until at your feet present- 
ly lay a smouldering heap of rubble 
and ashes, an awful reminder that 
“works without faith is dead.” “My 
people have committed two evils: they 
have forsaken me, the fountain of liv- 
ing waters, and hewed them out cis- 
terns, broken cisterns that can hold no 
water,” Jer. 2:13. Once you have had 
the blessings of God upon your life, 
you can never again find real happi- 
ness out of the world, and try as you 
may to find a thrill out of worldly 
pleasures, you will soon realize that 
“thine own wickedness shall correct 
thee, and thy backslidings shall re- 
prove thee: know therefore and see 
that it is an evil thing and bitter, that 
thou hast forsaken the Lord thy God, 
and that my fear is not in thee, saith 
the Lord of hosts.” 

I know of a mother and father back 
in Michigan who were continually 
backsliding. For years they served the 
Lord and then a few years ago they 
went back into their former ways and 
apparently forgot the Lord. They are 
paying for their sin in turning against 
the Lord, for their children have not 
seen an example of godliness set be- 
fore them. Though they turned again 
to the Lord and were serving Him 
faithfully when I was inducted into 
the Army nineteen months ago, they 
have lost that vital influence upon 
those children. An article in the pa- 
per gave the account of their son who 


brought shame and disgrace upon 
their name and the _ gray-haired 
grandmother (who was once a Chris- 
tian, too) was sent one step nearer the 
grave when she learned that her 
grandson was a deserter of the Army. 

Yes, “thine own wickedness shall 
correct thee, and thy backslidings 
shall reprove thee.” It surely is an evil 
and a bitter thing to forsake the Lord. 
See that old backslider, Lot, hurrying 
through the streets of his city warning 
his sons-in-law to get out for the Lord 
has said He will destroy it and all that 
remain; but what do his children do? 
They are not frightened by his words, 
neither do they impress them, for he 
seems to them as one who delights in 
idle tales. Why should they become 
concerned NOW for he has been in 
Sodom these twenty years and not one 
soul has he won to the Lord. When 
parents take their children into the 
world, it is not an easy thing to take 
them out again, for their hearts usual- 
ly grow there, and where their hearts 
are there their treasures are also. 

We hear much today about such ex- 
pressions as “the call of the Lord,” 
“the call to the colors,” etc. They sug- 
gest that a challenge has been made, 
and it demands the best talents a per- 
son has when he accepts the call. 
From the record we have of the twelve, 
not one refused the invitation to fol- 
low Jesus. What would have happened 
if those who first heard Him call had 
refused to obey? I shudder to think of 
the result. I found a story from real 
life which illustrates the point. It is 
about a Rhode Island red hen. She had 
fifteen little pink chicks, all from her 
tribe. Had they been any other color, 
her instinctive affection would not 
have changed. Any hawk that would 
take one of them would have to do so 
over her dead body. There were fifteen 
and the point of the story is that she 
raised only five. The fault was not 
hers but her brood’s. It was the dis- 
obedience of these ten chicks that 
caused their death. Five refused to 
flee to the shelter of her wings when 
she gave the well-known alarm call, 
and the hawk finally got all five. The 
other five developed pale gills and 
feeble bodies and at last died in the 
rough sod of the meadows. They re- 
fused persistently to run to their 
mother when she had food for them 
and called them. They starved because 
they refused to obey. That’s the rea- 
son! 

Jesus likened the people of Jerusa- 
lem unto a similar brood of helpless

was organized early in the school term 
with the following elected as officers: 
President, O’Neil McCullough; vice- 
president, Alonzo Hall; treasurer, 
Margaretta Poulos; secretary, Esther 
McDaniel; corresponding secretary, 
Willie Ruth Hill; chaplain, Nolan 
Akers; Miss Andrews was chosen as 
sponsor. 

The club has functioned as one of 
the most active, beneficial young peo- 
ple’s groups of the community, state, 
and nation, in a program of Christian 
citizenship to build for total ab- 
stinence for the individual and sobri- 
ety for the nation. 

Our pledge is: I hereby solemnly 
promise, God helping me, to abstain 
from all distilled, fermented, and malt 
liquors, including wine, beer, and 
cider, and from all tobacco and nar- 
cotics in every form, and to employ 
all proper means to discourage the 
use and traffic in the same. 

The council is divided into commit- 
tees which make regular reports of 
their activities. The duty of the pub- 
licity committee is to prepare news of 
the club’s activities for publication in 
the state and national papers of the 
W.C.T.U. The Committee on Scien- 
tific Temperance Instruction prepares 
educational lectures in narcotic in- 
struction; alcohol, what it is and what 
it does. The Speech Contest Commit- 
tee is participating in a contest in 
which students throughout the state 
and nation will compete. The Tem- 
perance and Missions Committee con- 
tacts mothers who have children five 
years old and under who will pledge to 
teach them total abstinence and en- 
roll them as white-ribbon recruits. 
Mrs. Biddle, State President, will con- 
duct an appropriate dedicatory serv- 
ice and tie white ribbons on these 
recruits. The Child Welfare Commit- 
tee attempts to reach all children in 
the community six to twelve years of 
age, and organize them into the Loyal 
Temperance Legion. A very inter- 
esting service of the Committee on 
Dramas and Pageantry is presenta- 
tion of short plays here and at the 
local high school. Last week, “The 
Quest and the Cup” was presented and 
enjoyed by all. Educational films are 
presented by the Committee on Mo- 
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tion Pictures. These character-build- 
ing films are of special interest to 
those of high school age. Letters and 
petitions are sent to the representa- 
tives and senators in Congress by the 
Legislation Committee concerning 
pending temperance legislation. 

Every member of the club is active 
and interested in the program of the 
council. Numbers of ministers are re- 
ceiving information concerning the 
awful traffic in alcohol. Every mem- 
ber expects to be lifetime supporters 
of total abstinence and to discourage 
the sale and use of all alcoholic bev- 
erages.

He doubted that the same pow- 
erful, all-sufficient One who had called 
him was also able to give him the 
needed strength and help to obey the 
call. We find God even willing to 
teach Moses what to say, yet Moses re- 
fused and asked God to give him a 
helper. So God gave him his brother 
Aaron. It is true God greatly blessed 
Moses’ life after this in leading the 
children of Israel out of Egypt. 


Let us look to the life of Joseph tom 
a few moments. We find Joseph a very 
humble man, as was Moses. As a child, 
God was preparing him to be the 
preserver of his people. Joseph realized 
this and no doubt many times wished 
that God would have chosen an easier, 
more pleasant life for him. But did 
he grumble and complain? Did he turn 
back, or become bitter towards his 


. brethren because they treated him so 


cruelly? No, he was yielded and will- 
ing to submit his entire life into the 
hands of God. He asked God to make 
circumstances and conditions as he 
wanted them. When trials came, he 
still said yes to God. He was willing 
to trust God with his future. As a re- 
sult, God blessed his life and he was 
permitted to be the ruler over the 
land and at last the preserver of 
his people. Was this because of any 
greatness of his own? No, not at all. 
Joseph simply yielded himself to God 
and was willing to leave even the un- 
known future in His hands. He didn’t 
mind the trials that had come into 
his life for he realized it was the ten- 
der, loving hand of God upon his life. 
We read in Genesis 45:5, 7, 8, “Now 
therefore, be not grieved, nor angr 

with yourselves, that ye sold m 

hither: for God did send me before 
you to preserve life. And God sent 
me before you to preserve you a pos- 
terity in the earth, and to save your 
lives by a great deliverance. So now 
it was not you that sent me hither, 
but God.” 

So we see how, through Joseph’s 
complete surrender to the will of God, 
he was made a great blessing to his 
brethren. You and I can be a blessing 
to others if we are willing to allow 
God to mold us, and make us.

But let him that glorieth glory in 
this, that he understandeth and know- 
eth me, that I am the Lord which ex- 
ercise lovingkindness, judgment, and 
righteousness, in the earth: for in 
these things I delight.” The righteous- 
ness of God is in Jesus and was pro- 
vided for by His atoning blood. “He 
hath made him to be sin for us, who 
knew no sin; that we might be made 
the righteousness of God in him,” 2 
Cor. 5:21. 
You may have an excellent charac- 
ter; be amiable, unselfish, and, honest 
as far as man is concerned, yet in your 
backslidden condition you are as any 
sinner—lost and undone and without 
hope unless you repent and turn back 
to the old paths of righteousness. An 
inscription on an old tombstone reads: 
“If friendship, kindness, truth, good- 
will, and love 

Could prove a passport to realms above, 

The soul that tenanted this moldering 
frame 

To God’s right hand might justly lay 
her claim.” 


If the line of reading in the epitaph 
is clear enough—if character were ev- 


erything, if the qualities mentioned 
afforded a title to heaven, then the 
person buried there who undisputably 
possessed them, had a valid entrance. 
But she herself knew better. She 
counted them all worthless and placed 
her hope in the blood of Jesus. The 
rest of the inscription reads: 
“But her own works she scorned as 
worthless dust: 
Her Savior’s merits were her only 
trust.” 


Sinner, backslider, just now come 
the way of the cross and acknowledge 
your transgression. Repent and come 
back to Him NOW. He loves you with 
an everlasting LOVE. 


May God bless these words to your 
heart today.

Greetings, Evangel Readers: 


Some time ago I wrote to you and 
explained the subjects that we are 
teaching this year in the Spokane 
school. I also promised to tell our pro- 
spective students the subjects that will 
be added next year. So here they are. 

(a) HOMILETICS. This subject 
does not make preachers out of those 
who study it. But it is designed to help 
those who are already called of God, 
that they may be able to dig pearls 
from the Word of God, and pass them 
on to the hearers, with confidence and 
boldness; and to have their sermons 
clearly and properly arranged, in 
order to make the deepest impression 
possible on the hearers. 

(b) MAJOR AND MINOR PROPH- 
ETS. A study of this subject is indis- 
pensable to a clear understanding of 
the New Testament. Without knowing 
that Jesus fulfilled these prophecies, 
we could not prove that He is the 
Christ. 

(c) MISSIONS. Jesus said, “Ye 
shall be witnesses unto me... unto 
the uttermost part of the earth.” And 
again, “Go into all the world, and 
preach the gospel.” Missions include 
a study of the foreign fields, the peo- 
ples of them, their needs, and what 
has been done already to meet that 
need. 

(d) DOCTRINE. In this age, when 
men are teaching the traditions of 
men for the DOCTRINE OF GOD, it 
is of great importance that our minis- 
ters be taught the true DOCTRINE of 
the Bible. Nothing helps a minister to 
preach with confidence and boldness 
more than HIS KNOWING THAT HE 
IS PREACHING THE TRUTH. How 
may one prove all things, and hold 
fast that which is good, UNLESS he 
knows the good from the bad? In this 
class the TRUE DOCTRINE of the Bi- 
ble is taught. 

(e) PRINCIPLES OF TEACHING. 
Many go out to teach daily vacation 
Bible schools, Sunday Schools, and 
other church schools, who do not know 
the PRINCIPLES OF TEACHING. As 
a result they get into arguments, teach 
things they cannot prove, fail to teach 
the more important things, and fail 
to effect the desired changes in the 
mental attitude of their students. 
Principles of Teaching corrects these 
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errors, if one will learn and apply the 
rules. 

(f) ENGLISH III. The third year 
of English offers the correct way of 
pronouncing difficult words, and adds 
many new words to one’s vocabulary. 
After having made an intensive study 
of the mechanics of English in the 
first and second year, this third year 
study gives the student a well balanced 
knowledge of practical English. 

These six subjects will be added to 
our present curriculum, and will con- 
stitute the senior classes. 

Anyone living in the Great North- 
west or Southwest desiring to attend 
a good Bible school, is invited to come 
here next year. Of course, one may 
come from any part of the country, 
but you are especially invited if you 
live west of the Mississippi River.

Some people are confused about 
sanctification, whether it be a definite 
experience with God. I believe with all 
my heart it is, because Jesus suffered 
without the gate that through Him 
we might be sanctified. Sinners are 
without Christ until they repent of 
their sins which they have committed. 
God forgives them of things they have 
committed. When He forgives them, 
they are within the: gate. Inside the 
city of David there is a fountain; go 
wash in that fountain, which is the 
blood of Jesus that will cleanse you 
from all sin. 

Multiplied millions are going down 
to destruction because they fail to 
walk in the light of the Word. Some 
are blinded because they are not will- 
ing to accept Christ in His fulness an 
put on the whole armor of God. The 
take one step, get saved, and some un- 
godly person tells them they are all 
right. Just believe. The Word says, 
“Repent.” We must repent of our sins, 
and He is able and just to forgive our 
sins and to sanctify and cleanse us 
from all sin, holy and acceptable unto 
Christ, ready for the gift of the Holy 
Ghost, speaking in tongues as the 
Spirit gives utterance. 

To be Spirit-filled, we must be 
saved, sanctified, and filled with the 
Holy Ghost as in Acts 2:4. God forgives

back into the sea of peoples who live 
without faith. 

4. TRIALS. The storm about Peter 
represents our trials. Trials are per- 
mitted by the Lord to perfect us. 1 
Peter 1:6-8. “Wherein ye greatly re- 
joice, though now for a season, if need 
be, ye are in heaviness through mani- 
fold temptations: That the trial of 
your faith, being much more precious 
than of gold that perisheth, though it 
be tried with fire, might be found un- 
to praise and honor and glory at the 
appearing of Jesus Christ.” But don’t 
let your faith melt in the fire! Trials 
destroy the chaff, but they refine pure 
aith. 

Has your trial brought up doubts? 
Rise against them now! Doubts kill 
faith. Trials perfect faith if we do not 
give in to doubts. Remember, the Lord 
promised to not permit us to be tempt- 
ed beyond that we are able to bear. 
Many are tempted beyond what they 
are WILLING to bear, but none be- 
yond what they are ABLE to bear. It 
is those who are willing to go as far as 
they are able who come out with re- 
fined, strongly enduring faith. Re- 
member that the weapons of your 
warfare are not carnal, but mighty 
through God to the pulling down of 
strongholds, strongholds of satanic 
oppositions, of severe trials, sicknesses, 
etc. 

These MIGHTY weapons are, among 
others, the Word of God (Satan hates, 
fears, and flees from the Word); a vi- 
sion constantly fixed on Jesus (He is 
the One who never fails. Eyes fixed on 
Him will walk triumphantly over hu- 
man failures and earthly trials); 
prayer (life steeped in prayer will not 
sink very deep into the waters of un- 
belief); and, finally, if doubts DO as- 
sail, as they assailed Peter, don’t give 


hat Peter did. He cried, “Lord, save 
e!” 

Peter never thought of giving up. 
He knew who gave him the faith in 
the first place, and he knew where 
to turn when faith leaked out—back 
to the Fountainhead! He is not only 
the author, but the finisher, of our 
faith! 

And IMMEDIATELY Jesus stretched 
forth His hand, and caught him. He’ll 
do it every time. Jesus never fails! The 
instant doubts assail, turn to the au- 
thor of your faith, and cry, “Lord, 
help me!” and immediately the Lord

@ wili be at your side. He will stretch 
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forth His hand and touch your wav- 
ering hand, and faith will return ten- 
fold. Have faith in God!
